RATIONED DOCTORS 
Today’s paper lists the name of still another Warren 
d o cto r who has joined the armed services and is now in 


ca m p at an eastern base. 
The military services have had to take so many 
d o c to r s that, from now on increasingly, medical services 
must be “rationed” for the duration. 
This does not mean that we should pass up necessary 
medication or surgery. 
It does mean that those with 
money should give up luxury service, in order that the 
available doctors and nurses may care for cases of real 
need. 
In many communities there is a serious shortage, 
arising sometimes from departure of too many doctors 
or from the mushrooming of cities and towns so that 
th e y have outgrown medic al facilities. 
Co-operation will help meet this crisis, like it has 
others. 


SUBSTITUTE READING 
You’ve heard of the paper shortage, undoubtedly. 
You must have noticed th a t your favorite newspapers 
and magazines are having to reduce their size. There’s 
another cut coming soon, too, the WPB says. 
If you run short of reading m atter, the Labor De­ 
partment has a series of brochures, just off the presses, 
telling all about office work in various cities. For Rich­ 
mond, Va., 61 pages. 
For K ansas City, Mo., 74 pages. 
Others accordingly. 
True, they’re a bit out of date. 
The date covers 
1940, before war industries flooded many of the cities 
covered. 
But what the heck! 
There are tens of thou­ 
sands of words in each one, and some pre tty tabulations. 
You ought to read them. 


CRY BABY, TOO LATE 
It is pretty late now for tlu Nazis to realize the 
ghastliness of bombing civilian communities.
